U. of B.C. 

Votes Jap 
Franchise 

Parliamentary Body 
Wants Equality 
For Japanese 



(By Canadian University Press.) 

At a recent meeting of the Parlia- 
mentary Forum at the University 
of British Columbia, the students 
voted almost one hundred per cent | 
in favour of granting full citizen- 
ship rights to Japanese Canadians. 

Prime Minister, Phyllis Webb 
told the house that "not a single 
Japanese has ever been charged 
with treasonous action." Further- 
more, she pointed out, the Japanese 
have been granted the franchise in 
every province except B.C. 

"In B.C. the Japanese have been 
discriminated against, even perse- 
cuted, yet they have remained 
loyal to Canada," she declared. 

To the accompaniment of hoots 
and jeers, Marshall Bray, Leader 
of the Opposition declared that 
"the time had come for Japanese, 
to be given the vote as they re- 
gard themselves first as Japanese, 
and second as Canadian.'' 

"Before the war we thought the 
Japanese were a fine and cultured 
race. Look what came of it. I sub- 
mit that the Canadian Japanese 
arc pulling the wool over our eyes 
just as did their countrymen in 
Japan. As a case in point we have 
the Canadian prisoners of war,'' he 
continued. 

At this point the house laughed 
uproariously and urged Bray to 
"name some more." 

Government speaker Cliff Greer 
expressed the opinion that most of 
the Japanese-Canadians have "al- 
ready assimilated themselves into 
the cultural life of Canada." 

"When the Japanese were here 
you found them at every cultural 
performance," he said. "There is no 
reason why we cannot, as has been 
done in Hawaii, assimilate them 
racially by inter-marriagc." 

Ron Grant, second opposition 
speaker, cited the case of a letter 
to a downtown newspaper signed 
in 1937 by a number of local Jap- 
anese. In the letter they had 
affirmed their loyalty to the Jap- 
anese Imperial family and decried 
in an "insulting cartoon In which 
the paper had dared to show a 
Japanese prince shaking hands 
with common Vancouver people." 

In reply, Cliff Greer pointed out 
that it had been conclusively

McGill Students, together with 
other Canadian University Stu- 
dents, will launch an intensive 
campaign, towards the end of this 
month, ot help fellow students in 
war-ravaged Europe and Asia 
through the International Student 
Service. McGill has set as it's goal 
ten thousand of the hundred thous- 
and dollar national objective. 

The official starting date of the 
ten-day campaign is February 23, 
but already a considerable amount 
has been collected by individual 
action on the part of Campus 
Clubs and other organizations. An 
example of the interest that has 
been taken in this drive is the fact 
that practically every group on the 
Campus has yndcrtaken some sort 
of venture to raise money for the 
less fortunate students across the 
seas. 

ONE DOLLAR PER 
Apart from this, individuals will 
be asked to contribute at least one 
dollar each. It is felt by the com- 
mittee in charge that this is the 
least that any person, fortunate 
enough to be a student in this pros- 
perous country, should give, so that 
others might have just the bare 
necessities of life. 

Among the measures taken so 
far by Campus Clubs was the 
Model Parliament where a twenty- 
five cent "tax" was levied on those 
attending this affair. A collection 
is also being made at each perfor- 
mance of the currently-running 
Red and hWite Review. This alone 
is expected to net a large amount 
for the International Student Ser- 
vice.

' On schedule this week was the 
French Society's Annual Mardi- 
Gras Ball held on Tuesday and on 
Arts and Science Valentine Dance 
on Friday, February 13. The pro- 
ceeds from both these affairs will 
go to I.S.S. Friday, the thirteenth, 
may be considered unlucky for 
some, but to those needy students 
who will gain by the money raised 
at thus Friday's Dance, it is prob- 
ably not unfair to say that they 
will consider it a very lucky day 
indeed!

McGill University has received a 
donation of $0.000 for research In 
endocrinology and brain chemistry, 
it was announced yesterday follow- 
ing a meeting of the board of gov- 
ernors. 

Gifts, grants and bequests total- 
ling nearly $21.000 were acknow- 
ledged. Walter M. Stewart donated 
$2.000 to the Macdonald College 
Library, and Mrs. Stewart contri- 
buted $1.000 to the Macdonald Col- 
lege Women's Athletic Association 
Fund. 

The John and Mary R. Marklc 
Foundation gave $3.000 and the first 
annual instalment of a grant^of $6, 
COO in support of research investi- 
gations being undertaken by Dr. 
Bram Rose, Dr. J. E. Ayrc received 
a $1,750 grant for research from the 
Ortho Research Foundation, and Dr. 
D. I/. Thomson received a similar 
grant of $1.000 from Charles E. 
Frosst and Co. 

The Consolidated Mining and 
Smelting Co. gave $1.200 to main- 
tain the Cominco Fellowship, and 
the Allied Chemical and Dye Cor- 
poration donated $1.200 for the re- 
newal of a Fellowship in Chemis- 
try.

A pamhplct recently issued by Ihe Inter- 
national Student Service presents the nature 
and aims of the organization. 

"I.S.S.," the pamphlet slates, "is a politically 
neutral, religiously impartial service organiza- 
tion of students and professors around Ihe world. 



Its aim is to serve the University everywhere 
by providing international eontncls, developing 
national culture and furnishing relief for uni- 
versity students and professors in Hie devastated 
countries of Europe and Asia." 

At the Christmas conference of N.F.C.U.S 
held in Winnipeg, delegates from the main uni 
versifies in Canada went nn record as approving 
I.S.S. and the organization's work. 

N.F.C.U.S. delegates resolved that N.F.C.U.S 
"give official recognition to l.S.S. and thcit 
fullest support to its educational and relief pro- 
gram." 

There can be no doubt of the sincerity with 
which students across Canada have entered into 
the responsibilities they owe to students and 
children in desecrate straits abroad. The con- 
ditions which face students and children alike 
throughout the war-devasted areas of the world 
were forced upon them at the point of. a gun 
or blast of block-shattering bombs.

we must become fully aware of the plight of 
over 110 million children, the students of to- 
morrow, now living in fear of starvation; and 
we must go to their aid. One way wc enn 
mcasurcably do so is through contributions to 
I.S.S.

Things Are Piling Up ! 



(The first cry o/ twin, Hiioiiifl lliroiipli n prime 
QHOULD one, being of an enquiring nature, stop 

and ask one of the hurrying undergrade that per- 
petually migrate across the campus, what his pur- 
poj.p in pursuing a college education might be. there 
would be a good probability that his reply would be 
"to study Medicine." How often we have heard that 
noble aspiration resound throughout the hallowed 
halls of Old McGill! How many of us share it! 
¥ ET US briefly examine some of the more common 

motivations for this relatively prevalent choice 
of the "sanguine profession." First, we have those 
whose parent or immediate relative is a physician, 
and .-o it is deemed a matter of course that "Junior" 
should assume "the mantle of Hippocrates". How- 
ever, this source of potential medicos has not been 
to prolific as it was in past decade.-;. Next we have 
the aspirant who first visualized the desirability of 
a medical career in Ihe person of hi.< or lier family 
doctor. Usually the awe (and fear too!) that was 
called forth at his visit; his dignified though kind 
manner, and the respect showed him and his in- 
structions, served to implant in the pliant and read- 
ily susceptible mind of youth a lasting desire "to be 
like him". Wc also have the group (and a large 
one) that has .succumbed lo the narcosis of our fre- • 
qucntly sensational press and especially, cinema. 
These sources of "inspiration" with their romance, 
rather pathetic accuracy, and in the cinema the ma- 
cabre, tense, "operating-room" scenes, with equally 
macabre, tense surgeons (apologies to Dr. Kildare 
and company) present a distorted reflection of medi- 
cal life in reality. Perhaps this fascination is not to 
be overly disparaged, but a rude awakening may 
await its adherents. 

^OT TO BE overlooked is the more pragmatic 
~ viewpoint that Medicine offers a respectable vo- 
cation, a life free from want and insecurity (though 
definitely not work!) and usually assures one of a 
position of respect and responsibility in the com- 
munity. Then too, in spite of our rather cynical era, 
wc have the idealistic or altruistic ones, who see a 
vocation of "aid lo Ihe needy and relief to the suf- 
fering". These constitute the "Martin Arrowsmiths" 
of our aspirants, and their comparatively minute 
number is further reduced before the onslaught of a 
harsh reality, and the occasional rebuff or ingrati- 
tude of a sometimes singularly ungrateful humanity. 
These then arc a few of the many and variegated

"raisons d'etre" of our numerous "doctors in the 
making". 

""PHE FACT that the various medical schools are 
■ not awaiting us "with open arms," is a painful 
observation apparent to us all. However, we arc 
given the "open sesame" inasmuch as entrance is 
placed upon a competitive basis and thus our suc- 
cess or failure in gaining admission, is directly pro- 
portional to our efforts in meeting the requirements. 
Unfortunately,' with the large number of applicants, 
there will inevitably be some students who, although 
they have met the requirements as stated, will not 
be granted entrance. This unhappy state of affairs 
only serves to verify the calamitous truth that wc 
cannot always be or do what wc desire — a cruel fact 
first observed in the cradle. 

•T'HE LARGE number of students taking pre-mcdl- 
cal curricula serves as a vast reservoir, from 
which the profession of tomorrow may be chosen. 
The present legion of pre-meds is a healthy condi- 
tion in that a high calibre of student can be selected 
for a calling that needs, demands, and should get, 
the best In Intellectual ability. The requisites must 
be the most exacting If we arc to attach any signifi- 
cance to R. L. Stevenson's eulogy to the physician: 
"There are men, and classes of men that stand 
above the common herd; (he soldier, Ihe 
sailor, mid flic shepherd not Injrcquently; the 
artist rarely, rarclicr still, the clergyman; the 
physician almost as a rule." 
"THUS IT IS readily realized that the "embryo" 
* must needs be nurtured by a comprehensive 
education, and be embedded In an environment of 
integrity and maturity, before it can enter the world 
to become a worthy member of the medical confra- 
ternity. 

TMO ATTEMPT shall be made fo discuss the various 
suitable curricula for the pre-mcd, as that ques- 
tion is best dealt with 'by Uie schools themselves. 
However, apropos to the topic of entrance require- 
ments, one might cite a remark made by the famous 
physician and humanitarian, Sir William Osier, to 
his equally Illustrious colleague. Dr. William H, 
Welch, on the occasion of the opening of the first 
medical school on a graduate basis in the United 
States (Johns Hopkins, Baltimore): 

"It is indeed jortunatc that we arc here ax 
members of the Faculty, as we should never 
houe been admitted as students."

Shylock Profile

The matter of Shylock has been 
the subject of not a litile contro- 
versy and Jll feeling since Shakes- 
peare inserted this character into 
his "Merchant of Venice" some 
three hundred and fifty years ago. 
From a semi-comic, semi-villainous 
vilain in a Elizabethan comedy, 
Shylock has grown in significance, 
particularly within the last cen- 
tury, to become a figure of large 
social import Around him have to 
a large extent become concentrated 
the bitterness and frustrations of 
racial and religious intolerance and 
of xenophobia. In all probability 
originally introduced by theatre- 
manager Shakespearo to compete 
with Marlowe's Barrabas, the Jew 
of Malta, his greater humanity was 
seized on by the mob and made the 
prototype of the Jew thai mob had 
never seen and didn't know. Shy- 
lock became a symbol and a 
synonym. His name became 
synonymous with greed and with 
Jew, and a symbol of hatred. 

It was inevitable that,. given the 
presence of such a figure on a 
Shakespearian stage, many at- 
tempts should be made by both 
directors and actors to interpret 
this symbolic figure in the light of 
tneir personal prejudices or con-' 
vidions. Until the latter half of the 
last century most characterizations 
leaned toward the overplaying and 
emphasis of the crafty leer. Lat- 
terly, other tries have been made. 
Irving and Skinner, notably, en- 
deavoured to sympathize, to jus- 
tify Shylock. By gesture they at- 
tempted to nullify the lines that 
could not be changed. 

But therein lay the difficulty. 
Shakespeare, to give dramatic 
reality to Shylock, also put words 
like ". . . the devil Jew" and" . . . 
the Jew dog" into the mouths of 
other characters. The problem was 
not to change Shylock, but to 
change the "Jew." 

This Palestinian novelist Ari Ibn- 
Zahav did. His "Shylock and His 
Daughter 1 ' is not aimed specifically 
at Shylock. It is a period novel 
whose purpose it is to paint a 
historically accurate picture of Jew- 
ish life in the Venetian ghetto of 
the mid-sixteenth century— the 
fierce persecutions it suffered and 
the equally fierce self-disclpllnary 
methods it adopted for self-con- 
tinuance. To strike a blow at tradi- 
tional Shylock, and at the same 
time make the' novel more real to 
readers already familiar with the 
Shakespearian character, the novel- 
ist has adapted for his own use 
both the characters and the situa- 
tions of Shakespeare's play. The 
adaptation, however, is so free, that 
some are unrecognizable, except 
in name. 



A'/ARUS 

In the light of this knowledge, 
Maurice Schwartz' dramatization 
and production can be evaluated. 
No close comparisons need be 
drawn between the so-called "orig- 
inal" and the new play. Similarities 
are almost accidental. The play is 
a Jewish play with Jewish situa- 
tions. Thus, the excommunication 
of Shylock respected head of the 
Jewish Community for his non- 
Jewish blind revenge is a scone 
ha.-dly likely lo be understood fully 
by one unfamiliar with the tradi- 
tion and the language. Similarly, 
the intense emotional conflict 
Jessica suffers, torn between the 
attractions offered by "shmad" — 
conversion— and the dreary perse- 
cutions of the Ghetto, can be a 
reaiity only lo those who know 
Wrinl "shmad" signifies to the Jew 
—particularly of that period. 

Dramatically, the play is good. 
It maintains dramatic Interest and 
builds up to fine climaxes, most 
efficiently sustained and carried 
through by the players. Notable in 
this respect were Schwartz return- 
ing the contempt of Antonio with 
fine scorn and plea in the borrow- 
ing scene; Anatole Wlnogradoff, as 
Rabbi Morano, calling on Shylock 
lo give up his idea of revenge, and 
then pronouncing the excommuni- 
cation; and Schwartz again In the
